What would you do if you lost a barn full of hay 
stored for winter feed supply, asks a United States 
Department of Agriculture fire prevention leaflet? 
There probably wouldn’t be a great deal that you 
could do after fire had destroyed everything. The time 
to think about such possibilities is before they happen. 

Safeguard against farm fire losses by using fore¬ 
sight and care to avoid all needless fire hazards in 
erecting, equipping and maintaining farm buildings. 

Be prepared to fight fire as soon as it’s discover¬ 
ed. Use safe and effective equipment (find out about 
this from your local fire chief). Have it checked over 
periodically and ready to use whenever it is needed. 

In case of fire get everyone out and away from 
the burning building as quickly as possible. Then tele¬ 
phone for help or make sure someone goes for help. 
In the meantime keep the fire from spreading and 
concentrate on protecting other buildings, live stock 
and property. 

Check now to see that your heating equipment 
and wiring isn’t defective. Don’t give fire a place to 
start. ‘

FURNITURE IS MY LINE

A comfortable well-sitting chesterfield or sectional suite 
gives a relaxing, satisfying sense of wellbeing. Nothing is worse 
than squirming around in your seat restlessly trying to find the 
right position to ease those weary bones. 

Every good furniture designer knows this and always aims 
to incorporate comfort regardless of style. Comfort in seating 
furniture is achieved by a variety of import features, and if 
any one of these is left out, you, the purchaser, will suffer 
for it. When you are looking for the right kind of living room 
furniture for your home, it is Important to watch the following 
carefully:

ITSY BITSY LANGUAGE 
Baby talk may delight proud 
parents in those early talking 
stages, but a child should not be 
allowed to continue this after he 
is able to cope with ordinary 
words. If the older members of his 
family speak correctly, and pro¬ 
nounce words properly, the child 
will be able to talk more clearly 
and to compose his sentences 
sooner than if he hears frequent 
distortion of speech.
